Full Text of Ultimatum to Germany 


The text of the American note to Germany. 


F'Rncd by Sec. Lansing and addressed to Ambassa- 
dor Gerard at Berlin, tollowe: 


You arc intruded to deliver to the secretary 


of 
foreign 
affairs 
a 
communication reading 
as 


follows: 


1 did not fail to transmit immediately by tele- 


graph 
10 my government Your Excellency's not* 


of the 10th Instnnt In regard to certain attacks by 
German submarines, and particularly In regard to 
tile disastrous explosion which on March 24th last 
wrecked the French steamship Sussex in the Eng- 
lish channel. I have now the honor to deliver un- 
rter instructions from my government the following 
reply to Your Excellency. 


Information now in the. possession of the gov- 


ernment of the United States fully establishes the 
facts In the case of ths Sussex, and the Inferences 
which my government has drawn from that in- 
formation it regards as confirmed by the circum- 
stances set forth in Your Excellency's note of the 
10th Instant. 


On the 24th of March. 1016, at about 2.50 o'clock 


in the afternoon, the unarmed steamer Sussex, with 
325 or more passengers on board, among whom were 
. 


a number of American citizens, was torpedoed while 
crossing from Folkestone to Dieppe. 


TORPEDOING OF SUSSEX PROVED 


The Sussex had never been armed, was a vessel 


known to be habitually used only for the conveyance 
of passengers across tie English channel am) was not 
following the route taken by troop ships or supply 
ships. 
About SO of her passengers, noneombatants 


of all ages and sexes, Including citizens of the 
United States, were killed or injured. 


A careful, detailed and scrupulously impartial 


investigation by naval and military officers of 'the 
United States has conclusively established the fact 
that the Sussex was torpedoed without warning 
or summons to surrender, and that the torpedo by 
which she was struck was of German manufacture. 


In the view of the government of the United 


Stales these facts from the first made the con- 
clusion that the torpedo was fired by a German 
submarine unavoidable. It,now considers that con- 
clusion substantiated by the statements of Your 
Excellency's note. 
A full statement of the facts 


upon which the government of the United States 
has based Us conclusion Is inclosed. 


The government of the United States, after hav- 


ing given careful consideration to the note of .the 
Imperial government of the 10th of Aprlj. regrets 
to state that the impression made upon it by the. 
statements and proposals contained 
In that note 


is that the Imperial government has failed to ap- 
preciate the gravity of the situation 
which has 


resulted, not alone from the attack on the Sussex, 
but from the whole method and character of sub- 
marine warfare as disclosed by the unrestrained 
practice of the commanders of German undersea 
craft during the past 12-month and more In th« 
indiscriminate destruction of merchant vessels of 
all sorts, nationalities and destinations. 


It the sinking of the Sussex had been an isolat- 


ed case, the government of the United States might 
find It possible to hope that the officer who was 
responsible for that act had 
wilfully violated his 


orders or had been criminally negligent In taking 
none of the precautions they prescribed, and that 
the ends of justice might be satisfied by imposing 
upon him an adequate punishment, coupled with a 
formal disavowal of the act and payment of a 
suitable indemnity by the Imperial government. 


But, 
though the attack upon the Sussex WM 


manifestly indefensible and en used a loss of life tq 
tragical as to make it stand forth as one of the 
most terrible examples of the ^inhumanity of sub-: 
marine warfare as 
the commanders of German 


vessels are conducting it, it unhappily does not 
stand alone. 


On the contrary, the government of the United 


States is forced by recent events to conclude, that 
it Is only one Instance, even though one of the most 
extreme and most distressing instances, of the de- 
liberate method and spirit of Indiscriminate 
de- 


struction of merchant vessels of all sorts, nation- 
alities and destinations, which have, become rn'pre 
and more unmistakable, an the activity of Gerrnin 
undersea vessels of war has in recent months been 
quickened and extended. 


The. Imperial government will recall that when. 


in February, 1915. it announced its intention of 
treating the waters surrounding Great Britain and 
Ireland as embraced within the seat of war and of 
destroying all merchant ships owned by it's enemies 
that might be found 
within that zone of danger, 


and warned all vessels, neutral RS well as bellig- 
erent, to keep out o..' the waters thus proscribed 
or to enter them at their peril, the government of 
the United States earnestly protested. 
POLICY CONTRARY TO ALL NATIONS' RIGHTS 


It took the position that such a policy could n6t 


be pursued without constant gross and palpable 
violations of the accepted^ laws of nations, partic- 
ularly if submarine craft were to be employed as its 
Instruments, Inasmuch as the rules prescribed by 
that law. rules founded on the principles of hu- 
manity and established for the protection 
of the 


lives of noneombatants at sea, could not In the 
nature of the case Oe observed by such vessels. 


It based Its protest on the grounds that persons 


of neutral nationality and vessels of neutral owner- 
ship would be exposed to extreme and intolerable 
risks; and that no right to close any part of the 
high seas couid lawfully be asserted by the Imperial 
government In the circumstances then existing. 


The law of nations in these matters, upon which 


the government of the United States based that 
protest, Is not of recent origin or founded upon 
merely arbitrary principles set up by convention. 
It is based, on the contrary, upon manifest prin- 


. 
ciples of humanity and has long been 
established 


with the approval and by the express assent of all 
civilized nations. 


The Imperial government, notwithstanding, 
per- 


sisted In carrying out the policy announced, ex- 
pressing the hope that ihe dangers involved, at any 
rate to neutral vessels, would be reduced to a. min- 
imum by the instructions which It had issued to the 
commanders of its submarines, and assuring the 
government of the United States that it would take 
every possible rrecaulion both to respect the rights 
of neutrals and to safeguard the lives of noneom- 
batants. 


In pursuance of tnis policy of submarine war- 


fare against the commerce of its adversaries thus 
announced and thus entered upon in despite of the 
solemn protest of the government of the 
United 


States, the commanders of the Imperial govern- 
ment's undersea vessels have carried on practices 
of such ruthless destruction which have made it 
more and more evident as the months have gone by 
that the Imperial government has found It imprac- 
ticable to put any such restraint upon them as it 
had hoped and promised to put. 


Again and again the Imperial government has 


given its solemn assurances to the government of 
the United States that at least passenger shies 
would not be thus <lealt with, and yet It has re- 
peatedly permitted its undersea commanders to dis- 
regard those assurances with entire Impunity. 


As recently as February last It gave notice that 


it would regard all armed merchantmen owned by 
its enemies as part of the armed naval forces of 
Its adversaries and deal with them as with men of 
war, thus, at least by implication, pledging itself 
to give warning to vessels which were not armed, 
and to accord security of life to their passengers 
and crews; but even this limitation their submarine 
commanders have recklessly ignored. 


Vessels of neutral ownership, even vessels of 


neutral ownership bound from neutral port to neu- 
tral port, have been destroyed along with 
vessels 


of belligerent ownership in constantly 
increasing 


numbers. 


Sometimes the. merchantmen attacked have been 


warned and summoned to surrender before being 
fired on or torpedoed; sometimes their passengers 
and crew have been vouchsafed the poor security 
of being allowed to take to the ship's boats before 
the ship was sent to the bottom. 


HUNDREDS OF AMERICANS KILLED 


But again and again no warning has been given, 


no escape even to the ship's boats allowed to those 
on board. Great liners like the Lusltanla and Arabic 
and merchant boats like the Sussex have been at- 
tacked without a moment's warning, often before 
they have even become aware that they were ir 
the presence of an armed ship of the enemy, and 
the lives of ..noneombatants, passengers and crew 
have been destroyed wholesale and In a manner 
which the government of the United Slates can but 
regard as wanton and without the slightest color 
of justification. 


Xo limit of any kind has. In fact, been set to 


their Indiscriminate pursuit and deslruction of mer- 
chantmen .of all kinds and nationalities within the 
waters which the Imperial goveip.ment has chosen 
to designate as .'ying within the seat of war. 


The roll of Americans who have tost their lives 


upon ships thus attacked and destroyed has grown 
month by month until the omlnods toll has mounted 
Into the hundreds. 


AMERICA'S PATIENCE AT AN END 


The government of the United States h&s been 


very patient. 
At every stage of this distressing 


experience of tragedy after tragedy it has sought 
to be governed by tha most thoughtful consideration 
of the extraordinary circumstances of an 
unpre- 


cedented war and to he guided by sentiments of 
very genuine friendship for the people and govern- 
ment of Germany. 


It has accepted the successive explanations *nd 


assurances of the Imperial government, as of course 
given with entire sincerity and good faith, and has 
hoped, even against hope, that It would prove to 
be possible for the Imperial government so to order 
»nd control the acts of Its naval commanders as to 
square Its policy with the recognized principles of 
humanity as embodied in the law of nations. 


It has made every allowance for unprecedented 


conditions and has been willing to wait until the 
fact became unmistakable, and were susceptible of 
Only one interpretation. 


It now owes it to Its own rights to say to the 


Imperial government that that time has come. 
It 


has become painfully evident to H that the position 
which it took at the very outset Is inevitable, name- 
ly, the u»« of submarines for the destruction of an 
enemy's commerce Is of necessity because of the 
very character of the vessels employed, and the very 
methods of. attacks 
which their 
employment of 


course Involves, utterly incompatible, with the prin- 
ciples of humanity the long established and incon- 
trovertible rights of neutrals, and the sacred im- 
munities Of noneombatants. 


If it is still the purpose of the Imperial govern- 


ment'to prosecute relentless and indiscriminate war- 
fare against 'vessels of commerce by the use of 
submarines without regard to what' the government 
of the United States must consider the sacred and 
Indisputable 
rules of international 
law and 
the

PROOFS OF SUSSEX TORPEDOING 


The appendix to .he note, under the caption 


"Statement of facts in Sussex case, accompanying 
note to German government" of April 18. 1916" 
follows: 


The FVcnch channel steamer Sussex, employed 


regularly in passenger service between the ports 
of Folkestone. England, and Dieppe. France, as it 
had been for years (French 
foreign 
office),

with 325 or more passengers and a crew of 58 men 
(declaration of Capt. Mouffett; Rear Admiral Gras- 
aet'a report).

were of several nationalities, and many of them

The Sussex carried no armament (French for- 


eign office; report of Commander Sayles and Lieut.

French foreign office). 


The steamer proceeded on Its course almost due 


south after passing Cungeness (declaration of Cant. 
Mouffett). 
The weather was clear and 'the sea 


smooth (affidavits of Edna Hale, John H Hearlcv 
Gertrude W. Warren). 


At 2.50 p. m.. when the Sussex was about 13 


miles from Dungencss (declaration of Capt. Mouf- 
fett), the captain of the vessel, who was on the 
bridge, saw about 150 meters from the ship on the 
port side the w»ke of a torpedo (declaration

It was also seen very clearly by 


the first officer and the boatswain, who were with 
the captain on the bridge (report ot Rear Admiral 
Grasset). 


Immediately the captain gave orders to port the 


hew and stop the starboard engine (declaration of 
Capt. Mouffett). the purpose being to swing the ves- 
sell to starboard so as to dodge the torpedo by al-

In further corroboration of the fact that the

No reasonable explana- 
tion can be given for this unusual order other than 
the captain saw something which caused him to 
change his course sharply to starboard.

ULTIMATUM AT 
LAST 


The president who has acted for many months with a prudence and 


patience thut has tried the temper of the American people lias at last 
•spoken firmly, and a note tliat is virtually an ultimatum has gone forth to 
the German government. 
It declares that unless Germany abandon her 


illegal submarine attacks on passenger uiid merchant ships, all relaiiojis 


will immediately be severed between the United States and tha German 
government, whatever the result.. It lakes this stand not only because of 
the American grievances, but in the name of humanity whose rights Ger- 
many has violated in the most flagrant manner. 
Conscious of the 


momentous issues involved, President Wilson read his note to both 
branches of congress and through them to the country. 


s The American people stand back of President Wilson in his firm and 


final stand. They arc utterly sick of the notes, (he evasions, the parry- 
ing of issues, the subterfuges, the almost contemptuous insolence of the 


' German government in responding to American demands. They will sup- 
port President -Wilson in his championing of international law, whether 
it leads to a breach of relations or a settlement of disputes, whether it 
leads to peace or war. 
There is no other course open to this country 


unless its dignity and honor are to be 'trampled under foot. 
It is for 


Germany to shape the issue. 
She will cither have to observe (he law, 


and that speedily, or back will go her von Bernstorffs, her von Igels, her 
.Vierecks and all that brood of insidious agents who have too long 
humiliated us and abused our tolerant democracy. 
It is inconceivable 


that Germany wants war with America which would certainly hasten 
Ler defeat, but there is only one way to make it absolutely 
impossible 


and that way is told in the ultimatum of President Wilson. 


WAR'S LAST PHASE 


For almost two years the greatest 


war in the history of the world has 
raffed with the utmost ferocity and aa 
yet there has been no official move for 
peace by either-side. Yet,.it is the 
growing conviction of Americans that 
the war has entered its last phase and 
that peace will come through a com- 
promise. At the early stages of the 
conflict each side predicted a crushing 
defeat of the enemy. Now the 
hope 


of a crushing defeat within any reus- 
able time seems to have paused and 
America, the only great power stand- 
ing outside the inferno. Is In a posi- 
tion to Judge the claims of the Central 
powers and the allies and to see whith- 
er the trend of world thought is tend- 
ing. 


-From the beginning of the war the 


•entlment of the great majority 
of 


Americans has been with the allies, 
and most of our people still hope for 
the, triumph of their cause. Only this 
week' a document bearing the names 
of BOO' citizens representing the best 
In American public life was published 
here and abroad voicing the conviction 
that the victory of the allies would 
mean the defeat of militarism, respect 
for treaties and the safeguarding of 
-.the--rights of small nations. This same 
document demanded the restoration of 
Belgium and Serbia, payment of a suf- 
ficient Indemnity to restore as far as 
possible what they have lost and a 
reasonable guarantee 
of permanent 


peace. This represents the hope of 
most of the American people, but they 
no longer look for .it through a de- 
cisive victory of the allies on land or 
sea. 


What Is there to Justify the claim 


that the war has entered its last phase 
and that peace will come through 
a 


. compromise? First of all the failure 


of the great German offensive 
which 


was meant to bring a speedy decision. 
The first frustrated dash on Paris was 
followed 
by the 
Russian campaign 


tinder von HinSenburg, the campaign 
against Serbia for the defeat of the 
allies at the Dardanelles ana 
Inter- 


mittent attacks on the allied lines In 
France 
and Belgium. 
Invasion of 


Egypt and even Invasion of England 
were hinted as possibilities. The nine 
weeks' attack on Verdun seems doomed 
to failure arid with it goes the last 
German chance of victory in the field. 
If Germany cannot break through the 
.allied lines it cannot win the war and 
Its early successes mean all the great- 
er obligations, now when men and mu- 
nitions 
are 
so precious. Moreover, 


new Russian attacks and allied 
of- 


fensives will soon keep Germany on 
a continual defensive. England 
am! 


Russia plan to unite their forces and 
press towards Constantinople, the ap- 
proach to which would raiife Turkey 
to seek a separate peace. Should 
Turkey 
be thus eliminated Bulgaria 


would follow and the retirement 
of 


these countries might bring in 
Rou- 


mania on the side of the allies. Turkey 
and Bulgaria have greatly ajded 
the 


Central 
powers not 
only in holding 


large armies in Asia, but also in fur- 
nisblng grain and olher food supplies 
for Germany nn.1 Austria. The sum- 
mer program of the allies includes the 
elimination of Turkey and Bulgaria 
and thereafter the invasion of Austria. 
That would force the Central powers 
Into an early peace on terms which 
they could not dictate. 


It Is doubtful if the British hlock.ido 


can starve out Germany although it 
has driven her commerce from the 
seas. On the other hand the allies do 
not hope to break through the western 
front unless Russia and England can 
bre.-.k through Jhe eastern and south- 
ern fronts. It might take the 
allies 


another year or even longer to crush 
Germany and in view of the terrible 
cost In men arid money. If is not likely 


. that they v?ant to fight on (o the end. 
: The terrible drain Is n»arly as severe 


upon themselves as upon the enemy. 
Virre can be no doubt that in all the 


warring nations, the people would wel- 
come a peace that would be Just, that 
would restore the small nations and in 
a measure repay them for the atroci- 
tie.s they have suffered. 


Looking at both sides of the ques- 


tion, therefore, it wouid seem that if 
the governments are not wholly 
in- 


sane, they-must soon plan for peace. 
A note of conciliation has crept into 
the declarations of. Premier As^uUh 
and Bethmann-Hollweg, and America 
Is in an expectant mood, eagerly, wait- 
ing for the first promise of peace. The 
war is In its last stage—the longer 
It 


continues the worse will It be for Ger- 
many; but the enormous cost to the 
allies must certainly be sufficient 
to 


Influence them against the policy 
at 


first proclaimed of ultimately crushing 
the enemy beyond recovery. 


Yet when peace does come, Jt must 


guarantee the. Independence of Belgium, 
Serbia and Montenegro, the withdraw- 
al of German 
troops from all 
con- 


quered territory 
and nther conditions 


that will put an end to militarism and 
ensure permanent peace. 


THE SCHOOL PLANS 


The advisory board chosen to aid 


the municipal council and school board 
in the plans for a new high school 
has shown a creditable desire to go 
slow and 
to keep within reason in 


planning for the building. The mem- 
bers have taken the logical stand that 
they were summoned to advise on a 
*700,000 plan, and they do not 
take 


kindly to the idea of changes 
that 


may send the cost of the1 school soar- 
Ing up to the million mark or over. 


The school committee, on the other 


hand, seems disposed to favor 
plans 


that will necessitate the borrowing of 
an extra $300,000 arid the erection of 
a million dollar school, and tho munic- 
ipal council has not signified a 
dif- 


ferent attitude, 
though 
Individual 


members have spoken of the need for 
economy A special committee 
com- 


posed of ii member from the school 
board, the municipal council and 
tho 


advisory board is about to give a de- 
tailed estimate, 
based 
on the plans, 


and unless a limit is set and that 
speedily, the school will surely cost tho 
round million that Is spoken of 
so 


glibly in some quarters and perhaps 
more 


Lowell should not have any school 


finer than It can really afford, and

sys- 


tem. Again, as in tho two recent 
wrecks, the fault seems to bo with the 
human element as trainmen agree that 
the signals nearest the local train Into 
which the gilt edge express dashed 
were set for danger. 
Again, the 
en- 


gineer of the second train blames 
it 


on the fog, saying that when he saw 
the danger signal it was too late 
lo 


stop. If that Is so, it would argue In 
favor of a series of signals sufficiently 
far from the point of danger. Can it 
be that the reliability of the railroad 
employes is deteriorating or that some 
cause is tending to a lack of discip- 
line? After the two serious accidents 
of the past few weeks, unusual care 
might be expected, b\it here was a 
failure in-the system tliat must be ex- 
plained before 
the 
public can feel 


restored confidence. The latest wreck 
seems another'argument for the signal 
that- will stop the train automatically 
or else for some system that will pre- 
vent trains moving so close together.

Newell P. Putnam, commissioner of 


water works and fire protection, .and

Full Text of Ultimatum .to Germany 


i.; tf «. nl. to S i>. in. i'TCnch spoken. ' 


Th<> text of the American note to Germany, 


signoJ by Sec. Lansing and addressed to Ambassa- 
dor Geranl at Berlin. lollows: 


You arc Instructed to deliver to the secretary

I did not fall to transmit immediately by tela- 


Braph 10 my government Your Excellency's note 
of the lOlli Instant In regnrrt to certain attacks by 
(iermrm submarines and particularly in regard to 
llir- disastrous explosion which on March 24lh last 
wrecked the French steamship Sussex in the Eng- 
lish channel. 
I have now the honor to deliver un- 


der instructions from my government the following 
re-ply to Your Excellency: 


Information now in the possession of the gov- 


ernment of 'the United States fully establishes the 
facts in the case of tha Sussex, and the. inferences 
which my government has drawn from that in- 
formation it regards as confTrmed by Ihe circum- 
stances sot forth in Your Excellency's note of the 
10th instant. 


On ihe 24th of March. 1916, at about 2"SO o'clock 


In the afternoon, (he unarmed steamer Sussex, with 
325 or more passengers on board, among whom wore 
a number of American citizens, was torpedoed while 
crossing from Folkestone to Dieppe. 


TORPEDOING OF SUSSEX PROVED 


The Sussex had never heen armed, was a vessel 


known to be habitually used only for the conveyance 
of passengers across tie English channel and was not 
following the route taken by troop ships or supply 
ships. 
About 80 of her passengers, npncombatants 


of ail ages and sexes, including citizens of the 
United States, were killed or injured. 


A careful, detailed and scrupulously impartial 


investigation by naval anil military officers of tha 
United States has conclusively established the fact 
that tho Sussex wns torpedoed without warning 
or summons to surrender, and that the torpedo by 
which she was struck was of German manufacture. 


In the view of the 'government of the United 


States these facts u'oni the first made the con- 
clusion that the torpedo was fired by a German 
submarine unavoidable. It now considers that con- 
clusion substantiated by tho statements of Your 
Excellency's note. 
A full statement of tho facts 


upon which the government of the United States 
has based its conclusion is Inclosed. 


The government of the United States, atier hav- 


ing given careful consideration to the note of the 
Imperial government of the 10th of April, regrets 
to state that the impression made upon it by the 
statements and proposals contained in that note 
is that the Imperial government has failed to ap- 
preciate the gravity of the situation which has 
resulted, not alone, from the attack on the Sussex, 
but from the whole method and character of sub- 
marine warfare as disclosed by the unrestrained 
practice of the commanders of German 
undersea 


craft during the past 12-month and more in the 
indiscriminate destruction of merchant vessels of 
all sons, nationalities and destinations. 


If the sinking of the Sussex had been an isolat- 


ed case, the government of the United States might 
find It possible to hope that the officer who was 
responsible for that act had wilfully violated his 
orders or had been criminally negligent !n taking 
none of the precautions they prescribed, and that 
the ends of justice might he satisfied by. imposing 
upon him an adequate punishment, coupled with a 
formal disavowal of the act and payment ot a 
suitable indemnity by the Imperial government. 


But. 
though tho attack upon the Sussex was 


manifestly indefensible and caused a loss o£ life so 
tragical as to make it stand forth as one of the 
most terrible examples of the inhumanity of sub- 
marine warfare as the commanders of German 
vessels are conducting it, it unhappily does not 
stand alone. 


On the contrary, the government of the United 


Slates is forced hy recent events to conclude that 
it is only one Instance, even though one of the most 
extreme and most distressing instances, of the de- 
liberate method. and spirit of Indiscriminate de- 
struction of merchant vessels of all sorts, nation- - 
alittes and destinations, which have become more 
and more unmistakable, as the activity of German 
undersea vessels of war has £n recent months been 
quickened and extended. 


The Imperial government will recall that when, 


in' February, 1315. it announced Its intention o£ 
treating the waters surrounding Great Britain and 
Ireland as embraced within the seat of war and of 
destroying all merchant ships owned by its enemies 
that might be'-found within that zone of danger, 
and warned all vessels, neutral as well as bellig- 
erent, to keep out o' the waters thus proscribed 
or to enter them at their peril, the government of 
the United States earnestly protested. 
POLICY CONTRARY TO ALL NATIONS' RIGHTS 


It took the position that such a policy could not 


be pursued without constant gross and 
palpable 


violations of the accepted laws of nations, partic- 
ularly if submarine craft were to be employed as its 
Instruments, Inasmuch as the rules prescribed by 
that Ia\v, rules founded on the principles of hu- 
manity and established for the protection of the 
lives of noncomb.itanta at sea. could not In the 
nature of the case lie observed hy such vessels. 
< 
It based its protest on the grounds that persons 


of neutral nationality and vessels of neutral owner- 
ship would be exposed to extreme and intolerable 
risks; and that no right to close any part of the 
high seas could lawfully be asserted by the Imperial 
government in the circumstances then existing. 


The law of nations in these matters, upon which 


the government of tho United States based that 
protest, is not of recent origin or founded upon 
merely arbitrary principles set 'up by convention. 
It is based, on the contrary, upon manifest prin- 
ciples of humanity and has long been 
established 


with the approval and by the express assent of all 
civilized nations. 


. The Imperial government, notwithstanding, per- 


sisted in carrying out the policy announced, ex- 
pressing the hope that ihe dangers involved, at nny 
rate to neutral vessels, would be reduced to a min- 
imum by the instructions which it had issued to the 
commanders of its submarines, and assuring the 
government cf the United States that it would take 
every possible precaution both to respect the rights 
of neutrals and to safeguard the lives of noncom- 
batants. 
4 


In pursuance of tnis policy of submarine war- 


fare against the commerce of Its adversaries, thus 
announced and thus entered upon in despite of the 
solemn protest of the government of the United 
States, the commanders of the Imperial 
govern- 


ment's undersea vessels have carried on practices 
of such ruthless destruction which have made it 
more and more evident as the months have gone by 
that the Imperial government has found it Imprac- 
ticable to put any such restraint upon them ns it 
had hoped and promised to put. 


Again and again the Imperial government has 


given its solemn assurances to the government of 
the United States that at least passenger ships 
would not he thus dealt with, and yet it har re- 
peatedly permitted its undersea commanders to dis- 
regard those assurances with entire impunity. 


As recently as February last it gave notice that 


it would regard all armed merchantmen owned by 
Its enemies as part of tho armed naval forces of 
its adversaries and deal with them as with men of 
war. 
thus, at least by implication, pledging itself 


to give warning to vessels which were, not armed, 
and to accord security of life to their passengers 
and crews; but even tr.Is limitation their submarine 
commanders have recklessly ignored. 


Vessels of neutral ownership, even vessels of 


ne-utral ownership bound from neutral port to neu- 
tral port, have been destroyed along with vessels, 
of belligerent ownership 
In constantly increasing 


numbers. 


Sometimes the merchantmen attacked have been 


warned and summoned to surrender before being 
fired on or torpedoed; sometimes their passengers 
and crew have teen vouchsafed the poor security 
of being allowed to take LO the ship's boats before 
the ship was sent to the bottom. 


HUNDREDS OF AMERICANS KILLED 


But again and again no warning has been given, 


no escape even to the ship's boats allowed to those 
on board. Great liners like the I.usltania and Arabic 
and merchant boats like the Sussex have been at- 
tacked without a moment's warning, often before 
they have even become a-ware that they were in 
the presence of an armed ship of the enemy, and 
the lives of nonccmbatanls, passengers and crew 
have been destroyed wholesale and in a manner 
which tho government of the United States can hut 
regard as wanton and without the slightest color 
of justification. 


No limit of nny kind IMS. in fact, been set to 


their indiscriminaie pursuit and destruction of mer- 
chantmen of all kinds and nationalities within tho 
waters which the Imperial government haa chosen 
to designate us lying within the seat of war. 


The roll of Americans who have lost their lives 


upon ships thus attacked and destroyed has grown 
month by month until the ominous toll has mounted 
Into the hundreds. 


AMERICA'S PATIENCE AT AN 
END 


The government of the United States has heen 


very patient. 
At every stage of this distressing 


experience of tragedy after tragedy It has sought 
to be governed by the most thoughtful consideration 
of the extraordinary circumstances of an unpre- 
cedented war and to he guided by sentiments of 
very genuine frlendshin for the people and govern- 
ment of Germany. 


It has accepted the successive explanations and 


assurances of the Imperial government, as of course 
given with entire sincerity and good faith, and has 
hoped, even against hope, that It would, prove to 
be possible for the Imperial government so to order 
and control the acts of its naval commanders as to 
square Its policy with the recognized principles of 
humanity as embodied in the law of nations. 


It has made every allowance for unprecedented 


conditions and has been willing to wait until the 
fjtct became unmistakable, and were susceptible of 
only one interpretation. 


*lt now owes it to its own rights to «ay to the 


Imperial government that that time has come. 
It 


has become painfully evident to It that the position 
which It took at the very outset Is inevitable, name- 
ly, the ua« of submarines for the destruction .of an 
enemy's commerce Is of necessity because of the 
very character of the vessels employed, and the very 
methods 
of attacks which their employment of 


course Involves, utterly incompatible, with the prin- 
ciples of humanity the long established and incon- 
trovertible rights of neutrals, and the sacred im- 
munities of noncombatants. 


If It Is still the purpose of the Imperial govern- 


ment to prosecute relentless and indiscriminate war- 
fare against vessels of commerce by the use of 
submarines without regard to what the government 
•of the United States must consider the sacred and 
Indisputable 
rules of international 
law and 
the 


universally recognized dictates 
of humanity, 
the 


government of the United States is at last forced 
to the conclusion that there is but one course it 
can pursue. 


Unless the Imperial government should not im- 


mediately declare and 
effect an abandonment of 
its present methods of submarine warfare against 
passenger and freight-carrying vessels, the govern- 
ment of the United States can have no choice but 
to sever diplomatic relations with the German em- 
pire altogether. 


This action the government of the United States 


conteniplates with the greatest reluctance but feels 
constrained to take in behalf of humanity and tha 
rights of neutral nations. 


PROOFS OF SUSSEX TORPEDOING 


The appendix to '.he note, under the caption 
"Statement of facts in Sussex case, accompanying ••' 
note to German 
government 
of April 18, 1916," 


follows: 
' 


The French channel steamer Sussex, employed 


regularly in passenger service between the ports 
of Folkestone. England, and Dieppe. France, as It 
had been for years (French foreign 
office), 
left 


Folkestone for Dieppe at 1:25 p. m., March. 24, 1916, 
with 325 or more passengers and a crow of S3 men 
(declaration of Capt. Mouffett; Rear Admiral Gras- 
set's report). 


The passengers, among whom were about 25 


American 
citizens 
(telegram 
London 
embassy, 


March 25, and Paris embassy. March 26 and 2S), 
were of several 
nationalities, and many of them 


were women and children ;<nd nearly half of them 
subjects of neutral states (report of Commander 
Sayles. Lieut 
Smith; 
Rear 
Admiral Grasset's 


report). 


The Sussex carried no armament (French for- 


eign office; report of Commander Sayles and I.ieut. 
Smith: affidavits of American passengers), has never 
been employed as a troop .ship, and was following 
a route not used for transporting troops from Great 
Britain to France (British 
admiralty statement; 


French foreign office). 


The steamer proceeded on its course almost due 


south after passing Dungeness (declaration of Capt. 
Mouffett). 
The weather was clear and the Bea 


smooth (affidavits of Edna Hale. John H. Hearley, 
Gertrude W. Warren). 


At 2.50 p. m.. when tho Sussex was about 13 


miles from Dungeness (declaration of Capt. Mouf- 
fett). the captain of the vessel, who was on the 
bridge, saw about 150 meters from the ship on the 
port side the wake of a torpedo (declaration of 
Capt. Mouffett). 
It was also seen very clearly by 


the first officer and the boatswain, who were with 
the captain on the bridge (report of Rear Admiral 
Grasset). 


Immediately the captain gave orders to port the 


helm and stop the starboard engine (declaration of 
Capt. Mouffett). the purpose being to swing the ves- 
sell to starboard so ns to dodge the torpedo by al- 
lowing It to pass along the port bow on a line con- 
verging with the altered course of the steamer. 


Before, however, the vessel could he turned far 


enough to avoid crossing the course of. tho torpedo, 
the latter struck the hull fit an angle a short dis- 
tance forward of the bridge, exploded, destroyed the 
entire forward part of the steamer as far back as 
the first watertight bulkhead, carried away the fore- 


mast with the wireless antenna* and killed : or 
wounded about SO of the persons on board (declara- 
tion of Capt. Mouffett; 
report of Rear' Admiral 


Grasset; deposition of Henry S; Beer). At the time 
no other vessel was In sight (affidavits of Samuel 
F. Bemls, T. W. Culbertson, John H. Hearley and 
others). 


The approach of the- torpedo was witnessed by 


several other persons on the vessel (affidavits of 
Samuel F Bomis. Henry S. Beer. Gertrude \V. War. 
ren). 
One of these, an American citizen' named 


Henry S. Deer, was leaning on the port rail, about 
10 feet behind the bridge and gazing seaward when 
he saw the approaching torpedo, about 100 yards 
away, and exclaimed to his wife and companion, 
"A torpedoi" Immediately following his exclamation 
the missile struck the vessel (depositions of Henry 
S. Beer and Mrs. Henry S. Beer). 


In further corroboration of the fact that the 


captain saw the torpedo coming toward the vessel 
is tho sworn statement of the engineers on duty 
that the order to poit tho helm and to stop the 
starboard engine WHS received and obeyed (report 
to Rear Admiral GrasstO. No reasonable explana- 
tion can be given for this unusual order other than 
the captain saw something which caused him to 
change his course sharply to starboard. 


In addition to this evidence, which would in it 


self appear to be conclusive that the agent of 
destruction was a torpedo, is that of Lieut. Smith, 
United States navy, attached to the American env 
bassy at Paris, who accompanied by Maj. Logan, 
United States army, of the embassy, went to Bou 
logne. Inspected the hrll of the Sussex and person- 
ally found beneath the mass of water soaked debris 
of tho wreck 15 pieces of metal, which they re 
talned in their possesslcn as they did not believe the 
pieces formed part of the vessel. 


The. inspection ot the hull disclosed that the 
vessel was wrecked by an external explosion, the 
boilers being intact, and that a. short distance for- 
ward of the bridge was a large dent showing that 
th« vessel had received a heavy blow, the direction 
of .impact being from abaft the beam along the line 
at an acute angle with the keel of tho vessel (re- 
port of. Lieut. Smith, cabled April 1). This evidence 
coincides with and corroborates the statement that 
the vessel was swinging to starboard, and away 
from the torpedo, when struck. 


' Tho pieces "of metal which the Amcrlca'n officers 


had collected were compared by Lieut. Smith, Lieut. 
Commander Sayles and Maj. Logan^wlth mines and 
plans of mines in possession of the French author- 
ities at Boulogne, Rochefort and Toulon, and British, 
naval authorities at Portsmouth. These officers are 
positive in thejr opinion that these pieces of metal 
were not parts of a mine (report ot Lieut. Smith, 
cabled April 2 and S). 


Among these 15 pieces of metal were two screw 


holts, showing the effect of an explosion, which were 
stamped with "K" and'"56"'on faces of the head 
of one. and "K" and "5S" on the faces of the head 
of the other. 


On examining German torpedoes In the pos- 


session of the French naval authorities .at Toulon 
and of the English na-'al authorities at Portsmouth 
the American officers found identical screws with 
the letter "K." and a number were employed to 
fasten the "war" head (kop£) to the air chamber 
(Lieut. Smith's reports, cabled April 2. 5 and 13). 


The screws used In French and English torpe- 


does have, no markings and are of a slightly differ- 
ent size (same reports).

Furthermore, the American officers were able by 


comparison and

" metal as parts of a German torpedo,' as follows

still bearing the distinctive red paint common to 
German torpedo war heads (report of Lieut. Sriiltb.

In view of these authenticated facts there can 
be no reasonable rloubt but that the Sussex was 
torpedoed and that the torpedo was of German, 
manufacture. 
AB no vessel was seen by any per- 


son on the Sussex, the conclusion :is irresistible 
that the torpedo was launched, without warning 
from a submarine which was submerged at the Hnie 
of tho attack, and remained beneath the surface 
after the explosion. ^ 


The conclusion thus reached from the evidence 


(the affidavits being those of American citizens) 
collected by the department of state is substantiated 
hy the statement of the Imperial government's nota 
of April 10. 1916. According to those statements— 
(A) a German submarine torpedoed a steamer 1VI 
miles southeast of Bull Rock bank. 
Department's comment: 
The point of attack is 


exactly in tho course which was taken by tho Sus 
sex after passing Dungeness and about ly. miles 
from the place where the captain of the Sussex 
states he was torpedoed. 


(B) The attack took place at 3.55 o'clock p. m.. 


Central European time would correspond to 2.55 p. 
m.. Western Union time. 
The time of the striking 


of the torpedo, according to the captain of the Sus- 
sex, and the stopping of the clocks on board the 
vessel, was 2.50 p. m., Western time. 


(C) The torpedo when It struck caused an ex- 


plosion which tore .-.way the whole foreshlp up 
to the bridge. 


Department's comment: 
The fore part of the 


Sussex was wrecked as far back «s tho first water- 
tight bulkhead, according to the official reports. 


(D) The German submarine 
was submerged 
when .the torpedo was launched, and there, is no 
statement tnat it came to the surface after thti 
attack. •

conclusion was 


reached that the submarine was submerged 
from 


the fact that no one on the Sussex saw a sub- 
marine, though the weather was tine! 


(E) No warning was given and no attempt to 
give one. since It is not mentioned. 


Department's comment: 
The evidence collected 
shows affirmatively no warning was given. 


(F) 
A sketch by the submarine commander of 


the steamer which - he torpedoed does not agree 
with a. photograph cf the Sussex in the London 
Graphic. 


Department's comment: 
This sketch was ap- 


parently made from memory of an observation of 
the vessel through a periscope. As the only dif- 
ferences noted by the commander, who relied on 
his memory, were the position of the smokestack 
and the shape of the stern, it is to be presumed 
. the vessels were similar in other respects. 


(G) No other German submarines on ttm day 


attacked steamers in chiU locality. 


Department's comment: 
As no vessel is re- 


ported to have been tcrpedoed without warning by 
a submerged submarine other than the Sussex, it 
is beyond question that that vessel was torpedoed 
by the submarine whose commander's report is 
relied on in the note of April 10th.

German government in responding to American demands. They will sup- 
port President Wilson in his championing of international law, whether 
it leads to a breach of relations or a settlement of disputes, whether it 
leads to peace or war. There is no other course open to this country 
unless its dignity and honor are to be trampled under foot. 
It is for 


Germany to shape Ihe issue. 
She will cither have to observe the law, 


and that speedily, or back will go her von Bernstorffs, her von Igels, her 
yierecks and all that brood of insidious agents who have too long 
humiliated us and abused our tolerant .democracy.
